REVENUE RArmps.—The revenue men have 
been unusually active within the past few 
days. Yesterday, United States Deputy Col- 
lector Mosesand Deputy Marshal MeDonald 
Téturned to the city, having seized a large illicit 
distillery in Paulding county. A 65-gallon 
copper still, cap and worm, 1800 gallons of beer, 
160 gallons of low-wine and 13 gallons of whis- 
ky were destroyed, all save the copper, which 
Wascutinto small pieces and will be sold. 
United States Deputy Marshal Harbison went 
into Lumpkin county to seize a big distillery 
tun by William Beard and Rumsey Satterfield, 
After destroying the still they left the piace, 
but had proceeded buta short distance when a 
party of moonshiners in ambush opened fire 
upon them. The fire was returned and several 
shots were exchanged, but without doing any 
jury. This settlement bears a very bad rep- 
ulation among the revenue men, several raid- 
ue perties having been fired upon.

The Sentence Produces Confusion in the Gamblers’ 
Camp—W hat Will They Do?—They Mast Eithsr 
Quit Gaming or Quit Atlanta or Goto the 
Cnainga Considerabie Anxiety. 


Judge Van Epps yesterday threw consterna- 
tion in the ranks of the gamblers. 

When the city court met yesterday moraing 
a large crowd was present, drawn by the an- 
nouncement that the long-talked about gamb- 
ling cases would be tried. 

The defendants and their lawyers were pres-. 
ent, as were alsoa great many witnesses for 
the prosecution. 

The first case called was the one against Lee 
Smith, indicted for keeping a gaming house, 
Upon his arraignment he pleaded “guilty,” or 
rather, his counsel, Judge W. F. Wright, put in 
this plea for him. 

Thereupon Judge Van Epps sentenced the 
defendant to pay a fine of 3309 and costs. In 
passing this sentence the court took 
occasion to admonish all gamblers. that 
the business must stop in Atlanta. 
He warned them that in fatare, when 
a defendant comes before the court—having 
committed a second offense—the violator of 
the law would be subjected to a sterner penalty 
than was visited upon the present defendant: 
that, when any person shall be convicted of a 
second offense of a similar character, the court 
might decide to sentence him to work in the 
chaingang. 

This intimation of Judge Van Epps seemed 
to possess indescribable terrors for the gam- 
blers. They could not conceal their chagrin, 
could not hide their dismay. | 

“The judge don’t mean a word he says; he 
don’t intend to send a respectable gambler to 
tie chainpgang,” remarked a young man, as he 
left the courthouse. 

“You may say what you please,” said an old 
professional gambler to a CONSTITUTION man, 
“put the game’s up. Gambling has received its 
death blow. Judge Van Epps has effectually 
crushed out the business. Iam going to pull 
up stakes and go somewhere else. I have no 
idea of going to the chaingang.” 

“Do you believe Judge Van Epps will act- 
vally impore chaingang penalty upon a gambler 
whois twice convicted?’ 

“Yes, lam confident he will. I know Judge 
Van Epps as well as anybody, and let me give 
youa pointer—be will do exactly what he 
fayshe wili. lam not alone inthis opinion. 
Nearly every gambler in Atlanta knows it is 
true.” 

“Well, what will be the result?” 

“As I remarked before, the game is up. After 
tcday there will uot be a gaming house run in 
Atlanta. Why, man,it won't pay to ran one!” 

“What will the sportsmen do?” 

“Most of them will give up the business and 
turn their attention to other, pursuits. Gam- 
blers are proverbially smart men, and they can 
achieve success in any calling they choose to 
follow. Besides, they have not found the busi. 
ness of cards profitablein Atlanta lately. Only 
small games have been piayed and no big money 
has been made. Youcan put it down asa fact 
that gambling is more effectually squelched in 
the gate city than whisky selling is.” 

“God bless Judge Van Epps for his manly, 
determined course against vice. His action 
today will do more good for the morals of the 
city than an hundred powerful sermons against 
gaming would do. The good citizens are at 
his back and he will be sustained. God bless 
him.’ Thus spoke a well known preacher last 
night in conversation with a number of pas- 
sepgers in a Washington street car. 

A TALK WITH JUDGE VAN EPPS. 

A reporter of THE CONSTITUTION met Judge 
Howard Van Epps, of thecity court, last night 
and sought to elicit from him some information 
concerning the cases of persons charged with 
violations of the gaming laws. 

“I learn, judge,” said the reporter, ‘‘that you 
have indicated a purpose to inflict chaingang 
penalties in the future against the gamblers?” 

“I did say today, from the bench,” said 
Judge Van Epps, ‘that the disposition of the 
courtin the future would be to impose chain- 
gang penalties on the keepers of gaming houses, 
and persons connected with their operation, 
who appeared before meon asecond indict- 
ment for this offense.” 

“What is the reason for this declaration? 
Have you any objection to stating what motive 
impels you to this course?” 

“Oh! none whatever. I think the people of 
Fulton county, that is, that portion of them 
whore wishes are worth respecting, expect 
and have a right to expect, a firm administra- 
tion of the law. The people have long been 
crying out against the existence of these gam- 
ing houses, and public sentiment has grown so 
strong that the period appears to have been 
reached when these houses ought no longer to 
be legalized by fines that are regarded by vio- 
lators of the law only as a way of paying a 
license fee for their existence. I think, how- 
ever much our people may differ upon the 
whisky laws, all are agreed that Atlanta’s 
prosperity isnot aided in any respect by the 
existence of the guming houses,” 

‘Has the evil existed to any great extent in 
the past few years?” 

“The courts have been able to keep it in 
check, but I doubt not the merchants of At- 
Janta, and not afew of the mothers of Atlanta. 
would be greatly astonished to be apprized of 
the names and the number of excellent young 


,men who have been betrayed into a violation 


ofthe criminal laws which seek to restrain 
garpbling.’”’ 

‘“Are there many of these houses here¥”’ 

“No. They have never been numerous, and 
you can reckon onthe fingers of your two 
hands the names of the persons who, for fif- 
teen years, have been responsible for their exi3- 
tence in Atlanta.” 

“Have youany objection to stating the names 
of these persons? ”’ 

“I do notthink itat all necessary. It would 
ouly tend to humiliate them, and might em- 
barass them in their purposes to give up the 
business forever.” 

‘“‘Have they formed such a resolution?” 

“Some of them have. Someof them have 
pledged me in the strongest language to give 
up the business finally and forever, and I 
believe them. It was for this reason I imposed 
mild re nedies upon those whose cases have been 
brought to my attention. I rely upon 
them to cease the business; and such of them as 
do not, cannot complain of the firmness and 
resolution of the coyrts to deprive them of the 
power t» v-olate the lawinthis community in 
the future. Thereis, too, this to be considered 
—the legislature of Alabama has, as I am in- 
formed, recently made the keeping of gaming 
houses a felony, and Atlanta does not hold out 
any invitation to those who flee the uncon- 
genial atm@sphere of that state to make their 
homes with us.” 

“Will the court be able effec‘ually to suppresg 
the gamingkouses? ’? 

“The millenium has not yet arrived, and of 
eourse there will be sporadic violatiorg 
of this, as well as of every other Jaw; but it will 
readily occur to you that the class of men*who 
engage in thissort of business would sooner 
suffer death than imprisonment in the chain- 
gang, and the betterclass will not incur the 
frigbt{ul risk. Some of them are very clever 
men, and pessessed of some noble traits along

THE ‘FEDERAL COURT, 


Opening of the Spring Term of the United 
States District Court. 


The United States district court begun its 
regular spring term yesterday morning, at 10 
o’clock, Judge William T. Newman presiding. 

All the jurors, grand and petit, were present, as 
were also a cloud of witnesses, andan army of de- 
fendants, most of the latter being charged witha 
violation of the internal revenue laws, 

Immediately after the court was organized, an 
adjournment was taken, so that the court officers 
might participate inthe Jackson memorial servyi- 
ces in the supreme court. 

At 12:30 o’clock the court met again and re- 
mained in session till after four in the afternoon. 

Thomas R. Rutledge, of Haralson county, was 

arraigned on the charge of distilling and retailing 
stirituous liquors. He pleaded “not guilty,’”’ was 
tried and acquitted, 
& Llijah Rogeis, os Donglas county, was arraigned 
on the charge of distilling and working. He 
pleaded ‘‘guilty,’’ and was sentenced to serve eight 
monthsin jail andto pay a fine of $100. 

William Flanegan, of Dawson county, was ar- 
raigned on the same charge and put in a similar 
plea. He was sentenced to two months imprison- 
mcnt. 

Jeauregard Hughes, of Fanning county, pleaded 
‘guilty’? toa charge of distilling and working in 
an illicit distillery, and the court sentenced him © 
pay a fine of $10u and go to jail for three months, 

Milton Fish. ot Habershan county, for the same 
crime. was sentencea to servefive and oue-hati 
months in prizon and to pay a fine of $1€0, 

John Henson, of White county, for distilling 
and working in an illicit distillery, was sentenced 
to pay a like fine and go to jail for a like term. 

William J. Bryant, of White county, was tried on 
a similar charge and acquitted. 

Bright Lovell, of Rabun county, was sentenced 
to go to jail for two months, for violating the rey- 
enue laws, 

Harrison Eyans, of Dawson county, was sen- 
tenced to serve five months in jail and to pay a 
fine of $100. 

Ben McMurray, of Franklin county, was sen- 
ter ced to serve two months in jail for working in 
an iWicli distillery. 

Ned Hix, of the same county, 
crime, received the same sentence. 

It was brovgeht to the attention of the court that 
the treasury from which the money wherewith to 
Ccefray the running expenses of the court was to 
be berived, was almost depleted, and that there 
seemed to be no way toraise the requisite funds, 
Msrshal Nelms, Judge Newman and District Attor- 
ney Hil] put their heads together and succeeded 
in devising a plan by which they hope to be able 
toraise the money. What this plan is they re- 
iused to disclose.

MISSION FOR THREE YEARS, 
SE EE LEILA LOOTED 
Captain James W,. English and Captain Wm. H, 
Brotl erton Re-Blectei to the Board of Polics 
Comraission by the Genera] Council in 
Begular Session—Other Matters. 


Captain James W. English and [Captain Wil- 
liam H. Brotherton were yesterday re-elected, 
by the general council, members ofthe board 
of police commissioners to serve terms of three 
years each. 

The council chamber was crowded with 
citizens during the session of council, the at- 
traction being the election. After all other 
business had been transacted Mayor Cooper 
said : 

“At this meeting two members of the police 
commission are to be elected to fill vacancies 
caused by the expiration of the terms of Cap- 
tain English and Captain Brotherton.”’ 

“May it please your honor,’ said Mr, 
Gramling, ‘I move that we elect one member 


at a time.” 

The motion received a second and was adopt- 
ed without discussion. 

“Now, I would like to place in nomination,’ 
said Mr. Gramling, “Captain J. W, English, 
one of the present commissioners.” 

No other names were placed before the house 
and Mayor Cooper instructed Clerk Goldsmith 
to call the roll. The roll call was started with 
the undivided interest of the house upon the 
resultgand when it was finished Mayor Cooper 
said: 

“Captain English has received 16 votes—the 
entire vote of the body—and is therefore unan- 
imously elected to succeed hi mself.’’ 

After a profound silence of a few seconds Mr. 
Angier arose from his chair and said: 

‘Your honor, I rise to place before this coun- 
cil the name of Captain W. H. Brotherton as a 
candidate fer police commissioner.” 

Mr. Anger’s remarks created quite a sensa- 
tion in the chamber because it was generally 
thought thathe would vote with the members 
of his party. 

“Now, may it please your honor,” said Mr.
